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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 19, 37, 49-55, 58, 61, and 64 are currently amended, Claims 1- 
17, 19-35, 37-47, and 49-79 remain in the application for consideration. In view 
of the following remarks, Applicant respectfully solicits allowance of the 
application and furtherance onto issuance. 

103 Reiections 

Claims 1, 4, 6-13, 19, 22, 24-31, 37, 42, 44-47, 49-54, 64, 68 and 70-77 
Stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a), as being unpatentable over US Patent No. 
6,389,455 to Fuisz (hereinafter "Fuisz'^) in view of U.S, Patent No. 6,567,857 to 
Gupta et ah (hereinafter "Gupta'"). 

Claims 2, 20, 38, 55-63 and 65 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a), as 
being unpatentable over Fuisz-Gupta in view of U.S. Patent Application No. 
2002/0010665 Al to Lefebvre et al, (hereinafter "Lefebvre"). 

Claims 3, 5, 14-17, 21, 23, 32-35, 41, 43, 67, 69 and 78-79 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C § 103(a), as being unpatentable over Fuisz-Gupta in view of 
Connolly (Hypertext Markup Language - 2.0). 

Claims 39^0 and 66 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a), as being 
unpatentable over Fuisz-Gupta in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,838,720 to Morelli 
(hereinafter "Morelli") 

Interview Sum marv for Interviews Dated 10/10/05 to 11/07/05 

As required by 37 CFR 1.133(b), Applicant provides the foUowing 
administrative details concerning the interviews.
